Speaking over the radio last night 
on police problems, Mr. Enright said: 
“In these unsolved cases, our books 
are not closed until the last principal 
involved is dead. Concerning the El­ 
well and Dot King mysteries—many 
of these cases are not mysterious to 
the police department. The murderers 
are known but we have been unable 
to get the one per cent additional legal 
evidence to make the arrest.

The 
President’s in-sight into the workings of the Government and 
his knowledge of the handling of railroads by the Government 
during the War made him go on record strongly against the 
Government’s undertaking again the running of the railroads.
